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THE VICE PRESIDENT IN THE 
CABINET. 


Mr. Coolidge, who will be vice pres­ 
ident after March 4, is to sit with the 
president’s cabinet, 
according to an 
announcement claimed to have been 
made 
by 
President-elect 
Harding. 
This is an innovation and a most in­ 
teresting one, but it has been expect­ 
ed, not only because Mr. Harding dur­ 
ing the 
campaign 
foreshadowed it, 
but also because it is in line with the 
policy which the new president is evi­ 
dently goinjj to follow. 
Mr. Harding 
set out early to emphasize the contrast 
between his 
methods 
and those of 
Woodrow Wilson. 
This was expedi­ 
ent because the Wilson methods were 
temporarily in eclipse and a large part 
of the public w as ready to applaud a 
drastic departure from them. 
Pres­ 
ident Wilson directed the affairs of 
the United States. 
President Harding 
proposes and promises a program of 
constant consultation with many ad­ 
visers. 
In the circumstances, the vice 
president should be one of these, and 
in order that he may have, or appear 
to have, an important 
place 
among 
them, his elevation, if one may term 
it such, t(f the position 
of 
ex-officio 
member of the cabinet has been an­ 
nounced by his chief. 
Mr. Harding has broken a preced­ 
ent. Has he set a new one? 
Will the 
vice president hereafter, for adminis­ 
tration after 
administration, 
sit al­ 
ways with the cabinet. 
The custom, 
once begun, may easily become per­ 
manent; and this prospect is strength­ 
ened by the probability that the ex­ 
periment in its initial stage will be a 
success. 
It is likely that Mr. Harding 
as president will be easy to get along 
with, the more so as Mr. Coolidge, by 
far the stronger personality, has so far 
shown every 
disposition to defer to 
his chief. 
There is hardly likely to 
arise any serious 
conflict 
between 
them, and so, if Mr. Harding should 
have a second term, his running mate 
is apt to be accorded again the honot* 
now to be conferred upon Mr. Cool­ 
idge. 
• 
But we shall not always have presi­ 
dents of the type of Mr. Harding. In­ 
deed, it is possible that one trial of 
the type will be enough to last for a 
while; and perhaps very soon, regard­ 
less of the movement to remodel our 
government after the British style in 
order to make it more responsive to 
the popular will, the American people 
will realize that, even in a democracy, 
it is better to have an executive who 
is able and willing to think for him­ 
self and to shoulder the responsibility 
for his acts. 
Then, 
when 
we have, 
another president of that sort, the 
custom of having the vice president 
sitting in the cabinet may not work so 
smoothly. 
Mr. Wilson is not the only 
strong president who has found him­ 
self so badly hampered by fundamen­ 
tal differences of views and of ideals 
between himself and individual cabi­ 
net members that he felt compelled to 
ask for the resignations of members of 
his official family. 
But a president 
cannot ask for the resignation of a vice 
president, and he might find it hard or 
impossible to ask his vice president to 
discontinue his attendance at the cabi­ 
net meetings. 
Perhaps it will be as well if the in­ 


novation announced by Mr. Harding, 
though safe enough for the next four 
years and promising 
benefit 
to the 
country during 
that 
period, can be 
prevented from hardening swiftly into 
an established precedent.

GOOD AND SUFFICIENT REASONS 


When it had been decided by the 
government that the Bolshevik agent, 
Martens, should be deported, Secre­ 
tary of Labor Wilson, gave the public 
reasons which formed the basis for 
the determination. 
Mr. Wilson was 
very blunt about it and declared that 
the gentleman was to be sent where he 
belonged because he was the agent of 
a government which is plotting and 
working actively 
to 
overthrow’ the 
United States government. 
That fact 
is the amply sufficient reason for the 
deportation and it is the complete ans­ 
wer to the socialists, 
parlor Bolshe­ 
vists, and pseudo-Liberals of, one sort 
and another who have been denounc­ 
ing the government for its action. 
Secretary Wilson declared the evi­ 
dence 
“cumulative 
and 
conclusive 
that the military dictatorship of Rus­ 
sia, calling itself the soviet govern­ 
ment,” is “appropriating large sums of 
money to stir up insurrection by force 
of arms against the United States gov­ 
ernment.” 
Martens was the principal 
representative in this country of this 
soviet government which is thus try­ 
ing to wreck the peace and overthrow 
•the government of the United States, 
and there is no doubt that, as such, he 
was assisting his chiefs at Moscow’ to 
carry out their plans here. 
That be­ 
ing the case, his deportation was not 
only advisable b#t absolutely necessa­ 
ry and in accord with universal usage. 
The

with a great 
many 
Americans seems to be that they will 
take the word of Lenine rather than 
the word of their own government at 
Washington. 
The soviet government 
denies that it is plotting against us. 
The Washington government has de­ 
clared time and again with the utmost 
positiveness that it is. 
Those who de­ 
cry the deportation of Martens’can do 
so logically only by assuming that the 
Washington government is lying. 
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The Brooklyn Eagle 
insists 
upon 
knowing what Mr. Harding’s going to 
do. 
The Eagle is too hard on Mr. 
Harding. 
When those three lost bal­ 
loonists 
were 
flying 
helplessly 
through the air in the 
grip 
of the 
storm above the Canadian wilderness, 
the Eagle didn’t insist upon their tell­ 
ing exactly where they were going to 
land.

The Americans and other 
foreigners in this camp are believed 
well armed. 
It was considered here that the 
Arieta campaign probably would be 
protracted, as the new bandit lead­ 
ers are operating in a part of Du­ 
rango, which has many hiding pla­ 
ces, particularly in the mountains. 
It borders on the state of Chihau* 
hua, scene of Villa’s escapades. 
The Arietas are said to be at­ 
tempting to travel eastward and ef­ 
fect a junction with other and smal­ 
ler bandit bands which have not 
yet been “mopped up” by govern­ 
ment troops. 
The Arieta 
brothers formerly 
were among the wealtiest of Mex­ 
ico’s land holders. Under the Diaz 
regime they controlled vast areas 
in Durango and were as powerful 
as kings in their own domain. They 
joined the Madera revolt and after 
Madera’s assassination threw their 
support to Villa. 
When Villa broke with Carranza 
and became an outlaw the Arietas 
retired to their estates 
and little 
was heard of them. * For the last 
two years they have been living 
quietly.
